Our ca sua lties were light.” 


The previous raid, which wa s car­ 
ried out early on the morning of 
April I'd. was conducted simulta ne­ 
ously against Ostend and Zeebrugge. 
The la tter port is believed to hav£ 
been completely blocked through the 
-inking of two concrete-filled cruis­ 
er- in the channels. The mole also
